The three winners this year will be 


announced and their photos published in 
the Cooking Section coming out Nov. 2. 
They will be notified as soon as judging is 
completed and they can, if they desire, be 
photographed with the winning entry. 


Prizes in the contest will be awarded at 


the Sun's Cooking school, Nov. 4.

How much money did Navarro College 


borrow during the past 12 months to meet 
its operating expenses? How was it 
financed? How is it repaid? 


As detailed in a Daily Sun story on the 


college's financial situation, 
Navarro 


College has borrowed $360,000 to finance 
renovation 
of 
the 
Academic 
& 


Administration building and the main 
auditorium. 


Trustees have authorized the ad- 


ministration to borrow up to $650,000 for 
the Plant Fund. Money has also been 
borrowed for real estate purchases such as 
the American Club motel. 


Administrators say no money would 


have been borrowed for thu renovation had 
the state not defaulted on the $400,494 that 
Navarro earned in contingency funding. 
The state paid only 112,251 of that earned 
sum. 


The money is borrowed from banks, at 


prune interest rates or better, and repaid 
as the college earns income from the state, 
from local taxes, and from student tuition 
and fees. 


The college has not borrowed any money 


to meet operating expenses — just for 
renovation and property aquisition. 


A 12-year-old girl came to my house this

No. About 440 Lincoln students are 


currently helping out with a Lincoln PTA 
project to sell the candy in order to buy 
workbooks, Weekly Readers, extra 
materials, and other items that parents 
used to pay for through extra fees.

no longer charge additional fees for such 
items used in the classrooms. As a con- 
sequence, the students either have to find 
some other way of financing those added 
learning aids or /*o without them. 


The Lincoln PTA, as well as others in 


town, have decided to use part of the 
proceeds from their two major projects 
this year to help with such materials, and 
that's what the kids are selling candy for, 
according to Lincoln principal V.E. Hicks. 
But the PTA, not the school district, is 
sponsoring the drive. 


..What can be done about the wolf in- 
festation in Navarro county? We can't 
raise chickens, turkeys, watermelons, etc. 
because the wolves are very destructive. 
Can we get a poison that will help 
eliminate this problem? 


County Agent John Kincaid said that if 


enough people with your problem contact 
his office, 
he will arrange 
for 
an 


educational clinic here conducted by a 
representative of the Texas Rodent & 
Predator Control Board. 


Bobby Chisom, who works out of the 


Tyler county agent's office, who deals with 
such problems in a 28-county area for the 
board, will meet with farmers and ran- 
chers and show them how to go about 
setting up traps and snares to control 
coyotes 
if there is enough interest, 


Kincaid said. 


Another possibility, if a number of area 


residents are having the problem, is to 
form some sort of organization to put up a 
portion of the salary of a state trapper who 
would come in and do the actual trapping. 


The problem with poisons is that they 


kill livestock and animals other than the 
wolves that are the problem. Without 
sufficient controls, poisons can do more 
damage than good.

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County tables 
decision on 
air conditioning 


The Navarro County Com- 


missioners Tuesday tabled a 
proposal by Honeywell Inc. for 
that company to take over the 
management 
and 
ad- 


ministration of the courthouse 
air conditioning and heating 
system. 


County Judge Robert C. Dunn 


told the commissioners that he 
had asked Honeywell "to look at 
our building utility bills and see 
if we can do something about 
them. They're awfully high." 


The commissioners decided 


to table the proposal after 
Honeywell representative Mike 
Rodger?, was unable to convinve 
them the county could profit 
from it. 


Dunn 
explained 
that 


Honeywell would "take over the 
management 
and 
ad- 


ministration of the equipment 
and they will be responsible for 
it rather than us trying to find 
servicemen when something 
goes out." 


Rodgers said that the first 


year cost to the county would be 
$12,924. 
He 
said 
that 
the 


county's $12,000 yearly elec- 
trical bill could be cut by ap- 
proximately 40 per cent if time 
clocks were installed so that the 
equipment did not run con- 
tinuously day and night. 


Rodgers said there would be a 


preventative 
maintenance 


program and that his company 
would make all repairs, service 
calls and provide necessary 
parts at no additional charge. 


Rodgers said Honeywell could 


stabilize the maintenance cost, 
minimize unsafe conditions and 
assure trouble free operation of 
the air conditioning and heating 
system. 


In other business Tuesday, 


the commissioners appointed 
Mrs. Lois Thurman as election 
judge for precinct 4-A and 
agreed to pay election per- 
sonnel $2.20 an hour for the

from here. About 40 of the

recorded. 


Massey said two of the men 


were Corsicana natives, while 
three of the suspects came from 
Dallas County. 


Police 
here 
had 
had 
a 


residence where the local men 
used to live under surveilance 
for about a month in an attempt 
to catch them with stolen 
merchandise. Relatives of the 
men still live at the address. 


The first of the suspects, a 19- 


year-cld 
Dallas 
man, 
was 


arrested in Garland Friday. His 
arrest cleared about 25 of the 
Corsicana thefts. Massey said 
he was told by Garland police 
that the two former Corsicana 
residents 
were 
making 


statements 
concerning 
the 


thefts to detectives today. 


The radios were apparently 


sold in Dallas county pawn 
shops after being stolen here, 
Massey said. 


Efforts are now underway by 


local police to recover as many 
of the sets as possible. Charges 
against the men may be filed in 
Garland today.

Chapman, reservoir manager, 
U.S. Corps of Engineers. 


Information on the historical 


marker 
reveals 
that con- 


struction of the dam began Dec. 
23, 1959. and was completed 


May 10, 1963, at a cost of 
$9,598,000. The project provides 
flood protection to land along 
Richland Creek and in the 
Trinity River basin. It also 
provides a source of municipal 
water for the cities of Cor- 
sicana, Dawson and Hubbard 
and a recreation resource that 
attracts over a million visitors 
annually. 


The project derived its name 


from the proximity to the 
Navarro 
Mills 
community, 


which was founded in 1860. The 
first flour mill in Navarro 
County was located nearby and 
was called Navarro Mills. 


During the course of con- 


struction of the reservoir, in- 
vestigations in the lake area 
uncovered an Indian skeleton 
and a dinosaur tooth which are 
on display at Navarro County's 
Pioneer Village Museum in 
Corsicana.

Meeting the First Lady

A bonding company formed 


by a relative and a friend of 
Sheriff Jerry Shelton is getting 
20 per cent or more of the bail 
bond 
business 
in 
Navarro 


County. 


But company owners say 


they're working harder to get it. 
Shelton says neither he nor his 
staff is sending any business 
their way. 


The company is Ace Bonding 


Co., formed by Jimmie Bailey, 
Shelton's 
step-brother, 
and 


Geral Nichols. 


The jail book shows that there 


were 91 bonds made from June 
through Sept. 21. There were 25 
different persons who made 
these 91 bonds; however, only a 
handful of these men made 
more than one or two bonds. 


JACK OMBERG, the only 


man listed in the telephone book 
as a bondsman, made 13 bonds. 
Jimmy Morris made 17; Chic 
Reed, 12; and Johnny Chirafis, 
5. 


Ace Bonding Co. made 19 


bonds, or 20 per cent of the 
business for those months. Ace 
made its first bond on June 24. 


The company had 26 per cent 


of the bond business for the 
period of Aug. 1 through Sept. 
21. 


There has been some off the 


c? 


record grumbling ahout the 
amount of business this newly 
formed company is doing in the 
bonding business. 


SHELTON 
SAID 
that 
he 


approves bonds for those who 
have the property on the tax 
rolls to cover the bond. He said 
that he also requests a financial 
statement from each bondsman 
on the list. "I like people who 
make bonds on a regular basis 
to be able to pay the bond 
without us having to foreclose 
on land," Shelton said. 


Shelton said that a list of 


attorneys and a list of bond- 
smen are posted by the pay 
telephone in the jail. He said 
that none of his deputies, jailers 
or he ever suggests a bondsman 
to any prisoner. 


Shelton said that it is his 


policy that if any jailer or 
deputy is caught taking tips for 
recommending a bondsman or 
attorney or even just making a 
recommendation, that man will 
be fired. He said that possibly in 
the past 
there 
was some 


recommendations being made, 
but that no man 
presently 


working 
for 
him 
makes 


recommendations, to prisoners. 


ACE BONDING is the first on 


the list, which is in alphabetical 
order. Nichols said that he and 
Bailey chose the name for their 
company for that reason. 


Shelton said that he would not 


take any tips or cut of any bonds 
made. '"I like to sleep at night 
with 
a 
clear 
conscience," 


Shelton said. "That is worth 
more than all the money in the 
world," he added. 


Shelton said that possibly 


prisoners 
may 
recommend 


bondsmen to each other, but 
added that he had no control 
over this. 


"I don't know how they are 


hustling bonds, probably like 
any other business the ones who 
work harder get the business," 
he said. 


"WE 
WORK 
HARDER 


hustling bonds," Bailey said. 
Both Nichols and Bailey said 
that no jailers or deputies refer 
business to them. They both 
agreed that Bailey's relation to 
Shelton and Nichols friendship 
had nothing to do with their 
success in the bonding business. 


"We're 
just 
hustling," 


Nichols said. "We don't sit in 
the office all day, we are 
available," Nichols said. 


Nichols said that occasionally 


he or Bailey are on hand at the 
jail when bonds are set on 
Saturday or Sunday morning in 
case a prisoner needs a bond- 
sman. He said it was not a 
regular practice. Nichols and 
Bailey said one or both of them 
are present when the men they 


members make it their goal. I 
daresay that not a single family 
in 
Corsicana 
and 
Navarro 


County 
has 
escaped 
being 


touched in some way by that 
dreaded disease, some losing 
the battle while others were 
fortunate that their nodules or 
tumors were benign.

Although tax notices showing a 
45.4 per cent increase in school 
taxes were mailed this week, 
Blooming Grove School Supt. 
Charlie Uselton said he has few 
complaints from taxpayers. 


"Most of the calls we've had 


are due to errors on our part," 
he explained. 


He noted that a common 


complaint is that tax notices 
were 
sent 
out 
on 
1976 


automobiles purchased 
after 


Jan. 1. He said those vehicles 
should be included on next 
year's tax roll, not this year's. 


THE SCHOOL board this year 


voted to change amount of 
assessment while lowering the 
actual tax rate. Before this 
fiscal year, taxpayers were 
charged $1.62 per $100 at 45 per 
cent of the assessed value. This 
year they are being charged 
$1.06 
at 100 per cent of the 


assessed value. 


He said 
the 
increase 
is 


calculated at 45.4 per cent 
which should bring in added 
revenue to the district of ap- 
proximately $71,000. 


Uselton explains that when 


the board first voted to raise 
taxes, 
there 
was 
some 


misunderstanding 
because 


many of the taxpayers thought 
there 
was going to be a 


reevaluation of property. 


"ALL 
WE DID was take the 


values we were using all along 
and change the assessment 
from 45 per cent to 100 per 
cent," he says. He said that 


there has not been an "across 
the board" reevaluation since 
1967. The last tax increase for 
operating funds in was in 1970. 


Uselton explains that a tax 


increase 
was 
necessary 


because of increased operating 
expenses. 


He said that in a two year 


period, salaries have increased 
$69,476, although no new per- 
sonnel have been added. The 
salary hike was caused by a 
state-wide increase he explains. 


In those same two years, 


Uselton says the budget has 
increased by $61,376, which is 
"less than what the salaries 
increased the first year." 


USELTON SAYS that House 


Bill 1126 caused the local fund, 
assignment 
to 
increase 
to 


$68,090 during 1975-76 compared 
to $34,000 in 1974-75, the last 
year 
of the 
Public School 


Finance program. 


He said that a study con- 


ducted by the school board 
showed 
that 
most 
school 


districts the size of Blooming 
Grove have had yearly tax 
increases since 1970 which when 
totaled, "show more than a 45 
per cent increase." 


"As I look back at it, that's 


what we should have done," 
says Uselton. 


He said the tax increase is 


"just one of those things that 
had to be done." 


He 
says 
hopefully, 
the 


legislature will make changes 
in public school financing this 
year, but until that change 
occurs, the school district will 
have to have added income to 
meet operating expenses. 


THE SCHOOL district ended 


the past fiscal year with a 
$30,000 deficit, explains Uselton, 
who says that amount will have 
to be absorbed in this year's 
budget which is estimated to be 
$491,200. 


He says that that there should 


be some added state revenue 
this year because enrollment is 
up over last year. There are 
approximately 510 enrolled now 
compared to 475 at end of the 
past school year. 


Most of the new students are 


elementary age, lie adds, and 
additional personnel may have 
to be added to meet state 
requirements.

Customers search out Malone 
for Kruger's Propeller Service

MALONE 
Ever 
since 


Morris 
Kruger 
opened 
his 


business here three years ago, 
he hasn't had time to worry 
about having enough customers 
to keep him busy. 


Kruger owns and operates 


Kruger Propeller Services, and 
although the closest "airport" 
is an airstrip near Penelope, his 
customers have managed to 
locate him one way or the other 
to have him service their air- 
plane propellers. 


Kruger says that most people 


ask "Where's Malone?" when 
contacting him about possible 
repair 
or service of their 


propellers. He admits that when 
he first opened his shop, he was 
worried that many people would 
not bother to come all the way to 
Malone to have their propellers 
serviced. 


HE RELATES that once, a 


customer 
needing directions 


called from Hillsboro where he 
had stopped enroute to Malone 
in a helicopter. Kruger told the 
man to follow highway 171 to 
Malone. 


"When he told me he was in a 


helicopter, I was expecting a 
small bubble-top type," he 
relates. 


After a while they heard the 


loud noises of a large military 
type helicopter. 


"The helicopter landed in a 


field near the shop and up 
comes running this man with a 
propeller," he laughs. 


The helicopter caused quite a 


commotion in Malone, Kruger 
relates, creating a small traffic 
jam by people trying to get a 
closer look. 


KRUGER, A NATIVE of 


Malone, 
.has been 
in 
the 


propeller service business for 20 
years. He decided to start his 
own business three years ago in 
Malone in order to cut down on 
expenses. 


He 
first 
started 
in 
the 


propeller service business after 
getting out of the military in 
1955. "I had always been in- 
terested in airplanes," he said, 
" and went to work at Love 
Field in Dallas." 


He worked at Love Field and 


then Addison Airport in North 


Dallas before deciding to open 
his own shop. 


He bought a building in 


downtown Malone across the 
street from city hall and set up 
shop. 
He 
has 
completely 


remodeled the interior of the 
building and plans to renovate 
the exterior in the near future. 


HE AND HIS family have 


lived in Malone since 1970. His 
wife handles the office work and 
his son Mike helps him in the 
shop. 


"From the day I got the 


tooling set up and FAA cer- 
tified," he says, "I've had all 
the business I can take care of." 


He knows a lot of people come 


as far away as Mississpppi to 
have 
him 
service 
their 


propeller. The majority of his 
customers are from Waco and 
from the Dallas-Fort Worth 
area. 


The shop services and repairs 


all sizes of propellers, ranging 
from the very smallest up to 
those for a DC 3. The shop also 
services 
experimental-type 


propellers as well as propellers 
for air boats. 


Kruger keeps some 
spare 


propellers on hand, and notes 
that the size of a particular 
propeller doesn't 
necessarily 


determine the cost. He said 
many of the more modern 
propellers are mass produced, 
thus keeping the cost down. 
Some of the older, harder to find 
propellers can cost more than

the planes they were originally 
designed for. 


HE HAS ONE propeller that 


used for the World War II 
training planes. "After the war, 
you could buy the entire plane 
for $250," he relates, "and now 
just the propeller alone costs 
$2,500." 


He estimates that there are 


not more than seven or eight 
shops in Texas that services 
propellers, and not more than 18 
in the Southwest region. 


His customers include doc- 


tors, lawyers, and 
"Sunday 


afternoon flyers" as well as 
commercial aircraft. 


Propellers are "pretty well 


governed" 
by 
the Federal 


Aviation 
Administration, he 


says, and periodic inspections 
are required. Overhauls are 
recommended after 1,000 hours 
of flying time. 


But some of his business is 


caused 
by "just 
plain 
ac- 


cidents," he relates. He says 
pilots sometimes hit runway 
lights or run the tip of the plane 
into 
the 
ground, 
causing 


damage to the propellers. 


When a propeller comes into 


to be serviced, Kruger and his 
son break it completely down 
for cleaning. Blades are then 
resurfaced ground 100 per cent. 
Tolerances are checked and 
whatever modifications needed 
are made. After final finishing, 
the propeller is reassembled 
and put on a high oil pressure 
simulation machine to test the 
seals. 


Once 
the 
propellers have 


passed inspection at his shop, 
they are ready to go back on the 
airplane, he says.

House Ethics Committee formed, with Congressman Olin league named as a member 
of the committee. 


league's immediate response: "How do I get off?" 


Rep. Cornelius Gallagher (D-N.J.) accused by the Internal Revenue Service of 


evading $74,000 in federal income taxes. 
league and Ethics Committee chose not to investigate. 
Gallagher convicted by the courts, sentenced to two years in prison, fined $10,000.00. 


Rep. John Dowdy (D-Tex.) charged with conspiracy, bribery and perjury for blocking 


a federal investigation into a Maryland company's swindling practices.

Rockwell International manufacturing company faces serious opposition in Congress 
in getting approval for their "space shuttle" program. 


Rep. Olin Teague is Chairman of the House Science and Technology Committee, 


which oversees and makes recommendations to Congress about NASA and all other 
space program expenditures. 


1973—Rockwell International named prime contractor by Congress for the $5- 


billion "space shuttle" program, developed for NASA. 


Shortly after Rockwell International is awarded the contract, Olin Teague accepts an 
offer from Rockwell to take an "all expenses paid" trip to Rockwell's luxurious resort 
on Bimini in the Bahamas. 


Teague later claimed that Senator Herman Talmadge accompanied him, and that 


the trip was "a weekend of work. There was no hunting or fishing." 


Senator Talmadge confirmed that he had accompanied Teague, but that the trip was 


for some "deep-sea fishing", and brought back a trophy marlin when he and Teague 
returned. 


Rockwell International faces serious opposition to their B-1 bomber program, and to 
Congress approving funding for many NASA projects. 


Rep. Teague is still Chairman of the House Science and Technology Committee, 


and a member of the House which votes funding for the B-1 bomber program. 


Feb. 14, 1976—Congressional Quarterly reports, in an article on National Security, 


that Rockwell had the "largest volume of contracts with NASA, totalling $682-million" 
for fiscal 1975, alone, and an administration request of Congress to approve over 
$1.5 billion for the B-1 bomber program. 


The same article reports that 12 member of the House of Representatives were 


guests of Rockwell, and other contractors, at Rockwell's plush hunting lodge, in- 
cluding: 


Olin Teague, Chairman of Science and Technology Committee, and member of 
House Ethics Committee; John J. Flynt, Jr., member of Defense Appropriations 
Committee and Chairman of the House Ethics Committee; and, Henry Reuss— 
who, following news reports of his trips to a hunting lodge, resigned from the 
Joint Defense Production Committee to avoid the appearance of a conflict-of- 
interest. 


The article then noted that any inquiry into these trips, which apparently violate 
House Rule #43 which forbids any House member from accepting "any gift of 
substantial value (over-$55), directly or indirectly, from any person, organization 
or corporation having a direct interest in legislation before Congress;1 would fall 
under the jurisdiction of the House Ethics Committee! 


In his February campaign newspaper insert, Olin Teague had the following cap- 
tion next to a picture of the Ethics Committee in session: 
"A tireless spokesman for honesty and integrity in government, Teague is a mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Ethics and Standards of Official Conduct which 
guards against unethical practices by members of the House."
